Cup Course, Sept. 17.—(By Radio) 
—The American defender. Enter- 
prise crossed the finish line at 
2.23:59 today. scoring a hollow 
victory in the third of the sefies of 
races for ech America’s cup. 

The Sham ; the challenger, 
had been disabled after running 
about five miles. Her mainsail bil- 
lowed down to the deck at 11:25 
when the main halyard, which 
holds:the big wing to the masthead, 
parted. 

Enterprise’s time for the 30-mile 
windward-leeward ¢ourse whs three 
hours, 53 minutes and 59 secends, 
the best time recorded in the three 
races completed. 

The Shamrock will be ready to 
sail tomorrow, her handlers an- 
nounced, after making certain that 


‘repairs would be a matter of only 


a few hours. 

At the same time, it was official- 
ly established Enterprise's sail- 
over stood as her third straight 
triumph. The race committee did 
not consider any question of throw- 
ing the race out, Enterprise hayv- 
ing sailed the course and fulfilled 
all requirements. 

The American boat now needs 
only one more victory to assure 
the retention of the historic cup 
on this side of the Atlantic, 

The time was almost seven min- 
utes, faster than the Enterprise's 
winning time in the other two 
races. Sailing conditions were 
much the best of the series, and it 
is probable that had Shamrock 
continued in the race the time 
would have been much faster. 


| The big canvas wing of the chal- 
lenger came down suddenly while 
Shamrock and Enterprise were 
racing close together and almost 
on even terms, the Shamrock some- 
what in the lead. The sail fell 
partly on the deck, enveloping the 
crew, the rest of it dragging in 
the water. 

Shamrock’s crew quickly hauled 
in the big sail and the British boat 
turned about and started for home 
under head sails, running before 
the breeze, 

The accident was similar to that 
which! tefell the Resolute, the 
Americah defender, in the 1920 se- 
ries. 

After a conference with Sir 
Thomas on the deck of the nearby 
Erin, Skifper Ned Heard of the 
Shamrock turned his boat and set 
out after the distant Enterprise. 

It was making such slow prog- 
ress under only its headsails that 
it soon gave up the futile chase and 
was taken under tow by a small 
power boat. 

Up to the time of the mishap, 
Shamrock had given the best per- 
formance of the series. 

“It seems that Shamrock cannot 
win,” Sir Thomas Lipton said as he 
watched the mainsail float down on 
the green bodied sloop. 

“No single man in England can 
build a $1,000,000 yacht alone and 
without that no one can hope to 
lift the America’s cup,” he said. 
“Hereafter it will have to be syndi- 
cate against syndicate.” 

Enterprise continued smoothly on 
its way. Vanderbilt took in one 
of hi=x headsails, but the big white 
sloop continued to foam along, 
spray flying over it from stem to 
stern and giving the Commodore a, 
good drenching, as he was at the 
wheel. _ 

Enterprise Half Way Around. 

Enterprise rounded the half-way 
mark at 12:54:15. It had taken it 
2 hours, 14 minutes and 15 seconds 
to complete the 15-mile windward 
leg. It had ahead of it a 15-mile 
run back to the starting line in 
front of the wind. a 

The Enterprise broke out its 
spinnaker and big baltooner as it 
rounded the turn, apparently anx- 
ious to take full advantage of every 
inch of sail it could safely carry 
and finish the course as soon as 
possible, 

Sir Thomas’ Shamrock IV won 
the first race in 1920 under almost 
identical conditions. In that race, 
which was held off Sandy Hook, 
Resolute’s throat halyard parted 
and Shamrock IV sailed out the 
race, as was its privilege, and was 
declared the winner. It also won 
the second race but then Resolute 
won three in a row and kept the 
cup. The series that year was best 
three out of five.

“The Enterprise and the Sham- 
rock crossed “he starting line bow 
to bow. She*arock won the weather 
berth, a technical advantage. It 
was the first start in which Enter- 
prise failed to cross the line first.

EFFECTIVE SOLUTION 
OF SMOKE PROBLEM 


Laclede Officials Say Price 
Quoted to Distributing 
Company in City Is Bar 
to General Use for Do- 
mestic Purposes. 


One section of the St. Louis met- 
ropolitan area, the rapidly growing 
suburban territory served by the 
St. Louis County Gas Co., has good 
prospects of obtaining natural gas 
for domestic use in the near future, 
it was learned today by the Post- 
Dispatch. 


Louis H. Egan, president of the 
county gas company, who also is 
president of Union Electric Light 
& Power Co., said he expects to 
furnish natural gas as soon as his 
company can make § satisfactory 
arrangements with a pipe line 
company for delivery of the gas 
to its distributing plant. 

He predicted the fuel will be 
delivered to homes at a price which 
will make it desirable for heating 
and an effective solution of the 
vexing smoke problem. This would 
be approximately 40 per cent less 
than present gas heating cost. 

Price Held Bar In City. 

But in the City of St. Louis. 
where a $30,000,000 pipe line from 
Louisiana has been delivering nat- 
ural gas to industries since last 
November, gas company executives 
hold out no hope that the fuel 
will be made available to homes. 
They look upon the price quoted 
for natural gas delivered to the 
distributing company in St. Louis 
as a bar to its general use for do- 
mestic purposes. 


Because the general use of gas 
for heating homes would go far 
taward reducing the appalling 
damage to property and health 
which St. Louis suffers every win- 
ter from soft coal smoke, the Post- 
Dispatch made inquiry about its 
possibilities as a fuel. 


According to J. L Hamilton, a 
director of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Abatement League, the soot fal] in 
St. Louis, substantially reduced in 
the last few years, is still 400 tons 
&® square mile a year. Any further 
reduction depends largely on the 
owners of domestic heating plants, 
described as the worst offenders, 
Hamilton said. 


The introduction of. manufac- 
tured gas in St. Louis as a heat- 
ing fuel has made very little head- 
way because of the cost. A spe- 
cial house heating rate was put 
into effect more than a year ago 
by the Laclede Gas Light Co., but 
still the home heating installation 
have increased slowly, now totaling 
only about 700. Greater progress 
has been made in the county, 
where the gas rate is slightly low- 
er dad where the incentive to 
avoid smoke is greater. In that 
area, with one-fourth the popula- 
tion of the city, as many homes are 
now heated by gas as in the city. 


Possible With Natural Gas. 


But it is recognized by gas com- 
pany executives that substantial 
progress can be made only by re- 
ducing the gas cost near enough to 
coal to make it attractive to the 
average householder. The past 
experience of St. Louis affords no 
hope of accomplishing this end 
with manufactured gas, but the 
experience of some other cities in- 
dicates it might be done with 
natural gas. : 

The present supply of natural 
gas in St. Louis comes from the 
Monroe field of Louisiatia through 
435 miles of pipe line. The pipe 
line is operated by the Mississippi 
River Fuel Corporation, which 
prefers to sel' its gas to industries. 
The line has a capacity of 104,- 
000,000 cubic feet a day but at 
present is operating at less than 
half of capacity and selling no gas 
for domestic consumption. 

The unusual capacity of this line 
is enough to supply the entire do- 
meéstic consumption in 8t. Louis 
and the county, and both Laclede 
and the county gas companies 
could buy it if they were willing 
to pay the price asked, about 40 
cents a thousand cubic feet. But 
both companies say they could not 
make any saving to the consumer 
if they paid that rate. In fact they 
would have to raise the price per 
thousand cubic feet, but the con-

Alexander Zander, 52-year-old 
baker, was slugged, shot and seri- 
ously wounded this morning when 
he and a fellow member of the 
Bakers’ Union picketed a nonunion 


bakery at 5001 Emerson avenue. 

John Graf of the Bakers’ Union, 
with him at the time, told police- 
men Zander’s assailant was Julius 
O. Thompson, proprietor of the 
shop. 

Arrested, Thompson denied the 
shooting. Te said he ordered the 
pickets away and exchanged blows 
with Zander. Not until he went 
back in the store did he obtain his 
revolver, he said, 

His wife, Jane, told police she 
did not see the shooting. She said 
Thompson crossed the street in 
pursuit of Zander and shortly aft- 
er, she heard a shot. Then Thomp- 
son returned, his. revolver at his 
said, she said, and remarked, “I 
guess the police will be here in a 
little while.’”’ Miss Henrietta Rosen, 
bakery clerk, also told of Thomp-' 
son pursuing Zander across the 
street. Thompson denied he left 
the sidewalk. 

“Zander and I were assigned to 
our places in front of Thompson's 
place beginning with this morn- 
ing,” Graf told reporters. “We ar- 
rived about 6:15 and began passing 
out cards to passers-by, urging 
them to use union label bread. 

Says Baker's Wife Had Gun, 

“We were entirely peaceful and 
offered no inconvenience to 
Thompson’s customers. About 7 
o’clock,’ Mrs. Thompson came to 
the door. She had a shotgun in 
her hands, and although she didn’t 
point it at us, I felt pretty nervous 
because I was afraid there might 
be trouble. 

“Thompson must have come out 
another door because I didn’t see 
him until he approached us with 
a revolver in his hand. 

““y thought I told you fellows 
to keep away from here,’ he said, 
and continued to advance. I turned 
and ran down the sidewalk. Zander 
ran across the street. He’s pretty 
heavy and can't move fast and so 


across the street in front of the 
Calvary Baptist Church. 

“I saw Zander turn around as 
Thompson caught up with him, 
Thompson struck him on the head 
and then shot at him—how many 
times, J don’t know. 

“Fell in Front of Church.” 

“Zander fell down on the ter- 
race in front of the chureh and 
began crying. Thompson started 
back across the street tdward me 
and I began to run away. When 
he had almost caught up with me 
I stopped and turned around. 

“He hit me on the head with 
something—I guess it was his re- 
volver—and J turned and ran 
again. He didn’t follow and [ 
called the police from a garage 
nearby.” 

Taken to Christian Hospital, 
Zander was found to have suffered 
an abdominal wound. Graf was 
treated at Page boulevard station 
for an abrasion on the forehead. 
Thompson and Mrs. Thompson 
were arrested and the shotgun and 
revolver taken as evidence. 

The revolver was fully loaded 
when policemen took it in charge 
and a ballistics expert was unable 
to say whether it had been re- 
cently fired. Nine extra .38 call- 
ber cartridges for thé weapon were 
found in Thompson's pocket. 

A blackjack was found near the 
spo‘ where Zander lay on the 
church lawn. Thompson was quot- 
ed by police as admitting owner- 
ship of the weapon. , 

Among witnesses to the shoot- 
ing whose names were taken by 
thé police was Andrew W. Brown, 
4645 Emerson avenue, who was 
quoted as saying he saw Thompson 
fire two shots at Zander. .

GOAT GLAND’ SURGEON 
LOSES KANSAS LICENSE 


Dr. John R. Brinkley’s Certifi- 
cate Revoked—wMissouri Board 


Cites Him for Trial. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 17.—The 
Kansas Medical Board today re- 
voked the certificate authorizing 
Dr. John R. Brinkley, Milford, 
Kan., “goat gland” specialist and 
hospital owner, to practice medi- 
cine and surgery in this State. 

Dr. Brinkley was accused of 
gross immorality and unprofession- 
al conduct. 

The board held extended hear- 
ings in the case and was told by 
three surgeons, named to witness a 
“goat gland” operation performed 
by Dr. Brinkley, that the surgery 
could not accomplish rejuvenation 
in elderly patients as Brinkley had 
advertised in health talks over 
Radio Station KFKB at Milford. 

It was testified also that the 
transplantation of goat glands into 
the bodies of elderly men, as per- 
formed by Brinkley, was of no 
value in the treatment of a gland- 
ular ailment which has taken many 
patients to his hospital. 

The complaint against Brinkley 
was filed by Dr. L. F. Barney of 
Kansas City, former president of 
the Kansas Medical Society. 

Several months ago the Federal 


KFEKB off the air because of 
Brinkley's medical broadcasts. 
Brinkley appealed to the courts 
and the station is operating under 
a temporary license pending a 
court decision.

Ruth 
Hanna McCormick during her ii- 
linois senatorial campaign, for 
which a total of $7726 was col- 
lected, out of which $178 was ex- 
pended for milk. 

Mrs. McCormick furnished $5000 
of the total, $2000 being a con- 
tribution, and $3000 a loan which 
has not been repaid. 

Mrs, Naomi McAllister, as head 
of the Civic League, was the col- 
lector ,and custodian of the fund, 
which’ she described as being for 
“the benefit of the poor little 
babies.”” The Marshals had diffi- 
culty maintaining order in the 
room as the 200-pound witness 
proceeded. 

Emmerson -Sent Regrets. 

The organization called the 
“Civic League” had bridge teas 
every Saturday afternoon. It 
planned a ball in honor of Gov. 
Emmerson and hired two publicity 
men at a cost of $185. At the last 
minute, however, the Governor sent 
regrets. 

“We never dreamed the Gover- 
nor would do that to us," the volu- 
ble Miss McAllister went on, “Sixty 
girls were to wear white satin 
dresses and white stockings. They 
cost $300.” 

Other expenditures in behalf of 
“the babies” seemed to interest the 
committee. There was a total of 
$1700 for salaries. “Miscellaneous” 
accounted for $430, and $660 went 
for “unclassified” items. 

Contrasting with the $178 spent 
for milk, there was $250 for tele- 
phones and $339 for “instruction.” 

Governor Wrecked It All. 

Miss McAllister vociferously de- 
nied that the Civic League was a 
McCormick political body. She de- 
nied that she had made purchases 
and contracts on the representa- 
tion that the Republican nominee 
was the backer of the league.

252,068, La Follette 353,349. 

La Follette, if elected in Novem- 
ber, will join his brother in public 
office to add a new chapter to the 
La Follette tradition. The brother, 
Robert Jr., is United States Senator 
from Wisconsin. He fought side by 
side with Philip in the campaign. 

Nominee 338 Years Old. 

Philip La Follette, only 33 years 
old, successfully surmounted the 
criticism that he was too young and 
too inexperienced. His fight was 
to support the principles of his 
father, brought up to date, which 
split the Republican party in Wis- 
consin nearly 30 years ago. 

He was charged with building up 
a dynasty; with being a demagogue; 
with stirring up discontent. His 
answer was a repeated demand that 
the state vote out Kohler as a mem- 
ber of the administration group 
which he held responsible for un- 
employment and the business de- 
pression. President Hoover was 
linked with Kohler in responsibitiy 
by Progressive leaders. 


Sweeps Rural Section. 


La Follette carried a large part of 
the labor vote, though Kohler had 
been conceded an equal chance. The 
rural districts responded with con- 
sistent majorities. 

Kohler is a millionaire, “Which 
shall rule, man or money?” was 
the question posed by la Follette 
supporters. 

Gov. Kohler used an airplane to 
travel from town to town. The 
crowds that came to greet him so 
nearly equalled those of the La 
Follettes that few persons were. 
willing to predict his defeat. 

La Follette lost nearly three to 
one in his home ward at Madison. 
The vote was 242 for La Follette 
and 630 for Kohler, 

Not only did La Follette sweep 
the state, but his running-mates 
on the Progressive ticket, appar- 
ently did likewise. “Sol” Levitan, 
was renominated for State Treas- 
urer the fifth time. 

Eight Congressmen Renominated. 

Eight membérs of the-Wiscon- 
sin congressional delegation were 
renominated. The Progressive-Re- 
publicans registered a gain of one 
by victory in the Seventh District, 
and replaced the late Florian Lam- 
bert, Oshkosh Progressive, with an- 
other party member. 

Those renominated were Henry 
Allen Cooper (unopposed); Charles 
A. Kading, John M. Nelson, John 
Cc. Schafer, William M. Stafford, 
George C. Schneider, James A. 
Frear (unopposed), Hubert P. 
Peavey. Cooper, Kading, Nelson, 
Schneider, Frear and Peavey are 
Progressives. Schafer and Staf- 
ford are Conservatice Republicans. 
The wets won one more seat by the 
victory of Gardner Withrow, Pro- 
gressive, over Congressman Mer- 
lin Hull of Black River Falls in the 
Seventh District. 

Charles EF. Hammersley, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor, was 
unopposed, as was the rest of his 
slate. The Democrats are the mi- 
nority party in Wisconsin and ai- 
though their vote has not been 
totaled, it is expected to be be- 
tween 60,000 and 60,000. 


William M. Butler Wins in Massa- 
chusetts Poll. 

BOSTON, Sept. 17.—William M. 
Butler, dry, former chairman of 
the Republican National Commit- 
tee, defeated Eben E. Draper, wet, 
for the Republican senatorial nom- 
ination in the primaries yesterday.

At the outset I wish to state 
on behalf of Mrs. McCormick 
that’ it was now and ever has 
been her purpose and desire to 
give to the committee every 
possible co-operation and to 
maintain an attitude at all 
times respecting the dignity of 
this committee of the United 
States Senate. 

Conforming with that atti- 
tude at the first hearing of this 
committee, Mrs. McCormick ap- 
peared and voluntarily present- 
ed to the chairman a complete 
and detailed statement of her 
expenditures as made by her 
personally in her campaign for 
the nomination as a candidate 
for the United States Senate, 
supplementing this first report 
later by & report which brought 
the approximate totsl of *ex- 
penditures by her and others 
to $310,000. 

Subsequent to the filing of 
‘this report of expenditures, 
events transpired, against 
which, on behalf of Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick ahd the State of Illi- 
nois, we desire earnestly . to 
protest. Mrs. McCormick’s suite 
of rooms in the Drake Hotel 
was entered by someone. Her 
personal belongings were exam- 
ined in detail and later her 
office at the farm near Byron 
was broken into and apparent- 
ly a thorough examination of 
all her private papers was made 
without warrant of law.

She Hires Detectives.

C. Dannenberg Detective Agen- 
cy on or about the 2ist of 
July,.

tion with the service of a sub- 
pena on said witness the secre- 
tary to the chairman of this 
committee, accompanied by two 
United States marshals and an 
agent of the Department of Jus- 
tice, compelled said witness to 
accompany them immediately 
and said witness was brought 
to Chicago, forbidden to ¢om- 
municate with any person and 
ordered not to respond to the 
calling of his name at the rail- 
road. station and _ virtually 
brought to the committee here 
as prisoner. 

An employe of this commit- 
tee appeared in the Harris 
Trust and Savings Bank and de- 
manded the privilege of an ex- 
amination of the account of W. 
C. Dannenberg in said bank. 
Upon being met with a protest 
and question as the authority 
of the bank to permit such ac- 
tion, the employe of the com- 
mittee left the bank and the 
chairman of the committee sub- 
sequently went in person fo the 
said bank, stating that as the 
chairman of the committee, he 
had the authority to demand 
the right of examining Dannen- 
berg’s accounts, and under such 
pressure compelled the bank to 
place at his. disposal the entire 
records of the private and per- 
sonal transactions of Dannen- 
berg with the said bank. 

Can’t Establish Proof. 

We are not in a position to 
establish by proof who the guil- 
ty persons are who entered Mrs, 
McCormick's private apartment 
and office at her farm and 
tapped her private telephone 
wires. It is significant, how- 
ever, that all of these incidents, 
which can be established as 
facts, occurred at the time the 
investigation was proceeding at 
the direction of the chairman 
of the committee. 

As to the tapping of the tele- 
phone wires of W. C. Dannen- 
berg's apartment, we desire to 
establish by witnesses, now here 
present, who have given us 
statements conclusively proving 
the responsibility of the persons 
who caused this to be done and 
connecting such acts directly 
with employes and operatives 
of this committee. 

We respectfully protest this 
method of conducting this in- 
vestigation, both on behalf of 
the State of Illinois and of Mrs, 
McCormick personally, and sub- 
mit to the gentlemen of the 
committee that Mrs. MecCor- 
mick’s willingness to co-operate 
at the outset with this commit- 
tee in its authorized purposes 
does not entitle her to be thus 
treated. 

“Carried Innuendo.” 

It is to be regretted that 
statements have frequently been 
made by.the chairman of this 
committee which carried the in- 
nuendo of charges against Mrs. 
McCormick wholly unfair and 
wrongfully detrimental to her, 
and, as we believe, entirely 
without the scope and purpose 
of this investigation. 

It is impossible for Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick and those of us who 
are seeking to advise her and 
protect her interests to co-op- 
erate further with the investi- 
gation unless these objectionable 
features are corrected and dis- 
continued, and we submit to the 
committee this statement and 
Offer of proof with the confi- 
dence that the membership of 
the committee will feel in duty 
bound and in justice to Mra.

Conditions Have Grown Stead- 
ily Worse Since January— 
17.5 Pct. Unemployed. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 17.—More than 


2,100,000 men and women are now 
unemployed in Great Britain and 


even the most optimistic can see 
ittle sign of any brightening in this 
cloud that hangs over the econom- 
ic, social and political life of the 
country. 

For the last nine months, in- 
deed, the position has been grow- 
ing steadily worse, the unemploy- 
ment total since January last being 
in round figures as follows: Janu- 
ary, 1,478,800; February, 1,520,000; 
March, 1,547,200; April, 1,676,400; 
May, 1,712,000; June, 1,775,100; 
July, 2,011,400; August, 2,017,900; 
September, 2,139,500. 

The percentage of unemployed 
in all industries for Atgust, the 
latest figures to be completed, was 
17.5. 

The industries chiefly affected 
during the present year are iron 
and steel manufacturing, engineer- 
ing, shipbuilidng, the mietal trades, 
textiles, bulfding and dock and 
harbor services. 

Coal-mining has stayed much in 
the same plight as for many 
months. The industries showing 
improvement have been the jute 
and candy manufactories. 


France Importing Workmen; 15,- 
000 Jobs Going Begging. 

PARIS, Sept. 17.—There are 
more jobs in France than thére are 
workmen to fill them at present. 
Official statistics show that 15,000 
jobs are going begging. Unem- 
ployment exists, it is true, counting 
strikes and voluntary absenteeism. 
The mumber of men idle amounts 
to 20,000, but there are only 8566 
workers on the books of the local 
unemployment funds, and those are 
really the only unemployed, in the 
American sense. 

France is, and is likely to con- 

tinue to be an importer of workers. 
There are considerably more than 
1,000,000 foreign workers in 
France, most of them Italians or 
Poles, yet it was found necessary 
to bring in 180,000 in 1929 to meet 
the requirements of French indus- 
try and agriculture. 
The general index of production 
for May was the highest since the 
war, being 14 per cent more than 
that of 1913, which is taken to ac- 
count for the satisfactory state of 
the labor market.

Another Campaign Check, 

The generous interest of Col. 

Robert P. McCormick, Chicago 
Tribune publisher, in his sister-in- 
law's political ambitions, was fur- 
ther revealed at today’s hearing, 
when Mrs. George R. Dean, head 
of the Illinois Women’s Republican 
Club, testified that Col. McCormick 
sent the club a check for $5000 a 
year ago to forward Mrs. McCor- 
mick’s candidacy for the Repub- 
lican nomination.

does not change in the meantime, 
this would give them a fast run 
home ahead of the breeze for the 
last 15 miles of the race. 

At the starting line the bow of 
the Shamrock was in a smother of 
spray and she was taking water 
along her lee rail, Enterprise kept 
her head up, seeming to have 
greater buoyancy forward. 

A brisk breeze of abeut 15 knots 
wus blowing out of the southwest 
shortly before the start. 

The surface of the sea was much 
rougher than on the two previous 
racing days, which observers say 
favors Enterprise, which has rid- 
den seas much rougher than Sham- 
rock, 

Capt. Ernest (Ned) Heard sent 
the green-hulled Shamrock across 
the line with the best handling she 
has had so far in the races. 

Harold & Vanderbilt, amateur 
skipper of the Enterprise, went 
over on the port tack two minutes 
after the start in an apparent ef- 
fort to shake off the Shamrock, 
but the British boat quickly fol- 
lowed. 

Shamrock was in the lead by a 
slight margin. “ 

The positions of Monday's race 
were reversed. Then it was the 
Enterprise that took the weather 
berth shortly after the start, and 
the Shamrock that vainly attempt- 
ed to maneuver herself out of the 
defender’s lee. Today Enterprise 
was in the disadvantageous posi- 
tion and Vanderbilt almost imme- 
diately made an attempt to escape. 
He sent his boat over on the port 
tack two minutes after the start, 
but the Shamrock quickly followed 
and retained her advantage. 

Both boats were carrying baby 
jib topsails, jibs and staysails. At 
11 o’clock the initial advantage of 
Shamrock was largely overcome, as 
Vanderbilt worked the white boat 
up to weather of the Shamrock, 
and about two boat lengths back, 
too close for Shamrock to cross his 
bow. 


Shamrock Carrying Too Much 
Weight, Observers Think. 
Virtually everyone who knows 
anything about racing yachts says 
Sir Thomas’ green-hulled challeng- 
er is carrying too much weight. 
Her wooden mast is shorter than 
that of the Enterprise, but it 
weighs a ton and a quarter more 
than the towering hollow metal 
spar of Harold Vanderbilt's defend- 
er. 
The Vanderbilt sloop carries a 
hollow boom, larger as dimensions 
go, but it weighs 1200 pounds less 
than the Shamrock’s, The Sham- 
rock was built to Lloyd’s scantlings 
and as a capable cruising craft, for 
she had to cross the ocean on her 
own bottom and under her own 
sail to meet the conditions of the 
contest. Her interior fittings, 
berths, galley and other crew 
equipment weighed 7500 uounds. 
All that material was removed aft- 
er her arrival on these waters and 
she was allowéd to take aboard 
ballast to correspond, but that bal- 
last must be inboard, whereas the 
Enterprise's designer was in a po- 
sition to place that tonnage some 
10 feet lower on the defender’s 
keel, where it is far more efficient 
in maintaining stability of a sail- 
ing craft. 
The Shamrock’s crew and her 
afterguard now admit that condi- 
tions prevailing on the open ocean 
cup course are not. those under 
which she established a reputation 
for fast sailing on the other side 
of the Atlantic. Over there the 
breeze was steady and dependable 
and the sea smooth. The waters 
nine miles off Brenton Reef Light- 
ship are disturbed by all manner 


upon to blow from any one quarter 
of the compass. The unruly sea 
and the ground swell have proved 
unpleasant to the Shamrock. Her 
bow has not lifted to the heave of 
the sea, but dived through ‘it, and 
when a boat does that she loses 
way. 

The crew of the Shamrock have 
many complimentary things to say 
for Vanderbilt, the defender’s skip- 
per. For Monday's race, one of 
the afterguard said: ‘‘He is a good 
sport. He played the game and he 
never tried any close-handed 
work.” This yachtsman referred 
to the fact that althfough Vander- 
bilt took the weather berth away 
from the Shamrock, he did not bear 
down on the challenger and deprive 
her of the breeze by intercepting 
it with his own towering sails. In 
additian to the advantage of a low- 
er center of tonnage, the Enter- 
prise wears a higher sail plan than 
the Shamrock V, something that 
often counts tellingly when the 
breeze is light and stronger aloft 
than over the surface of the sea.

Foresecs Saving to Consumer. 
Egan said that if his company 
could buy natural gas at the same 
price the large industries here pay 
for it, and he believes that soon 
will be possible, the price to con- 
sumers for house heating would 
be the equivalent of about 45 cents 
a thousand feet for the artificial 
gas. The average cost of house 
heating gas in the county now is 
about 70 cents. If the same price 
per thousand feet were paid for the 
natural gas the saving to the con- 
sumer would be about 40 per cent. 
San Francisco recently has ex- 
perienced this saving. About six 
months ago the Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. completed its 287-mile 
pipe line from Kettleman Hills into 
San Francisco and began furnish- 
ing natural gas to ail consumers. 
The new gas has 1100 B. T. U.s 
compared with 549 for the manu- 
factured, but rates per 1000 feet 
remain the same, with the saving 
to consumers estimated by the 
company at about 40 per cent. 
Since making natural gas avail- 
able the company has sold 2375 
conversion burners for home heat- 
ing systems and is installing many 
complete new gas heating furnaces. 
Some of the larger industries in 
St. Louis buy natural gas from the 


‘pipe line company as cheap as 23 


cents a thousand feet. The pipe 
line makes its contracts direct and 


prices, as the company asserts it is 
not a public utility. The higher 
rate of 40 cents asked of compa- 
nies distributing gas to domestic 
consumers is said to be based on 
the fluctuating demand of such 
companies. It is pointed out 
that there are three daliy 
peaks and that there is also 
seasonal fluctuation, with much 
heavier demand in winter than in 
summer. 

Position of Pipe Line Concern. 

The pipe line company takes the 
position that because additional 
capacity must be maintained to 
take care of the peak lioads, it 
should have a higher price than {s| 
paid by industries whose rate of 
consumption is more constant.

THEATERS STAND PAT 
AGAINST MUSICANS| 


Owners, at Convention, Ex- 
plain Their Side of Fight 
With Union. 


There will be no stage shows in 
St. Louis motion picture theaters ' 
so long as union musicians present 
“unreasonable demands,” local 
theater owners declared yesterday 
at the close of the two-day conven- 
tion of theater owners of St. Louis, 
Eastern Missouri anji Southern II- 
linois at the Coronado Hotel. 

St. Louis theater owners told the 

150 out-of-town exhibitors attend- 
ing the meeting that they were 
united in combating demands they 
deem unreasonable and stated they 
would adhere to an exclusive movie 
policy until they get favorable 
terms from the musicians, 
The union demand that the or- 
chestra at the St. Louis Theater 
be increased from 12 to 20 men 
and that 10 men be adaed to the 
20-piece orchestras at first-run 
houses when the orchestras are re- 
quired to appear on the stage were 
cited as “unreasonable” requests. 
Theater owners declared it eco- 
nomically impossible to grant these 
demands. The exclusive picture 
policy is working out satisfactor- 
ily, they said. 

A resolution condemning the 
picketing of the Fox and St. Louis 
Theaters by uniom musicians was 
adopted. The resolution points out 
that these theaters employ union 
stagehands and operators and are 
not opposed to organized labor. 

The picketing will be extended 
to the Missouri and Ambassador 
Theaters on Saturday, it is expect- 
ed. Bhe musicians’ agreement with 
these theaters expires Friday night 
and no settlement on a new con- 
tract is contemplated, unless the 
union changes its demands, it was 
stated. 

Other matters discussed at the 
meeting included territorial protec- 
tion of houses showing first-run 
pictures and film licensing. Fred 
Wehrenberg was re-elected pres'- 
dent of the association, which has 
600 members, and Louis C. Hehl 
was re-elected secretary-treasurer.

(Steel Helmets), in a speech at 
Munich yesterday urged his follow- 
ers to fight for full advantages of 
their victory at the polls Sunday 
when they gained a Reichstag rep- 
resentation of 107 seas as against 
12 they held formerly. Hitler pro- 
nounced the slogan, “After victory 
strap your helmet tighter.” 

He said the party’s success was 
the first step toward obtaining 
power on a legal and constitutional 
basis. He declared the party's ideal 
to be revolution, but revolution of 
the mind, not of physical violence. 

Nevertheless, Facist and Social 
Democrats clashed at Ulm and 13 
persons, including the Fascist lead- 
er, Dreher, were severely injured. 
Many were arrested. 

In Berlin police arrested 28 per- 
sons after dispersing a Communist 
procession which threatened a clash 
with the Fascists. A session of the 
City Council broke up in tumult 
after both Communists and Fas- 
cists had presented demands. The 
Fascists introduced a motion de- 
manding that the Council dissolve 
and urging it to request the Prus- 
sian Diet to do likewise. The mo- 
tion was rejected. 


Meanwhile, Chancellor Bruening! 


is seeking a combination for his 
Cabinet which will give him a ma- 
jority in the Reichstag, and is find- 
ing his task difficult. Observers 
are generally somewhat hopeful of

REPORTS PROGRESS IN PLAN 
TO HARNESS GULF STREAM 


Prof. Claude Finds Deep Water Al- 
most as Cold as He Had 
Calculated. 

By the Associated /’ress. 

MATANZAS, Cuba, Sept. 17.— 
Prof. Georges Claude, who is try- 
ing to make the Gulf Stream pro- 
duce electrical energy, yesterday 
succeeded in sucking up from the 
depths of the ocean water at a 
temperature only 2.5 degrees cen- 
tigrated warmer than he had cal- 
culated. He hopes to produce elec- 
trical energy by taking advantage 
of the difference in temperatures 
between surface and deep water.

placed in position. The pumps 
were put to work and cold water 
at a temperature of 13 degrees 
Centigrade (55.4 Farenheit) came 
through. 

Prof. Claude had estimated that 
the water 2000 feet below sea level 
would be 10.5 degrees Centigrade 
and was pleased that his calcula- 
tions had been so close.

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URGE ORY LAW REPEAL 


Stlect T. F. Bayard, Avowed 
Wet, as Nominee for the 
U. S. Senate. 


By the Associated Press. 

DOVER, Del. Sept. 17.—Dela- 
ware Democrats ‘yesterday nom- 
inated Thomas F. Bayard of Wil- 
mington, an avowed wet. for the 


United States Senate and adopted a 
platform which included a wet 
plank, thus insuring a wet and dry 
fight at the general election in No- 
vember. Senator Daniel O. Hast- 
ings of Dover is the Republican 
nominee on a dry platform. 

Bayard, a former United States 
Senator, was nominated by the 
Democratic State Committee after 
a keen fight with Josiah Marvel, 
also of Wilmington. The vote was 
115 to 95. Marvel, Democratic Na- 
tional “ommitteeman and recently 
elected president of the American 
Bar Association, did net commit 
himself on the prohibition question 
during ine campaign, but was gen- 
erally supported by the dry forces. 

Bayard was nominated for both 
the short and long term in the Sen- 
ate. Hastings, who was nominated 
by the Republican State convention 
a week ago, is serving by appoint- 
ment as a successor to Senator 
Coleman du Pont, who resigned in 
December, 1928, because of ill 
health. 

Tariff Bill Denounced, 

The platform adopted by the 
Democrats advocates the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead law, denounces the pres- 
ent tariff bill as a “bargain and 
sale of favors to a political minor- 
ity in the hope of campaign funds 
for future elections” and indorses 
the old age pension plan. 

Presented by Bayard after his 
nomination, the wet plank was 
adopted by an aye and nay vote, 
with few delegates dissenting. 

“Ten years of dearly bought ex- 
perience,” it read, “has amply 
proved to every calm-thinking per- 
son in this country that the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Volstead 
law do not and cannot accomplish 
‘their expressed intent and purpose. 

“They have utterly failed to do 
s6. On the other hand, there has 
come into existence solely by rea- 
son of the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act, an attack 
upon our social, civic and legal 
life which bids fair to undermine 
the stability of our form of govern- 
ment. 

For States’ Rights. 

“We advocate the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment and the re- 
turn of the several states of the 
power surrendered thereunder; be- 
lieving that the true solution to the 
problemi can and will be worked 
out by the states themselves. 

“We are absolutely opposed to 
the saloon in any form: :we favor 
the repeal in Delaware of the Klair 
law in order that physicians may 
prescribe liquor for their patients 
in their care and that such pre- 
scriptions may be lawfully filled.” 


Ohio Democrats Avoid Prohibition, 
Call for Law Enforcement.

COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 17.--Ohio 
Democrats yesterday adopted a 
platform free of prohibition utter- 
ances, but demanding faithful ob- 
servance and enforcement of all 
laws and denunciation of illegal 
law enforcement. 


Connecticut G. O. P. Nominates 
Dry; Wants State Liquor Control. 
By the Associated Press. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 17. — 
The Republican party of Connecti- 
cut nominated Lieutenant-Governor 
Ernest EB. Rogers of New London, a 
dry. for Governor, yesterday and 
adopted a platform advocating res- 
toration of liquor control to the 
states. Rogers will oppose Dr. 
Wilbur lL. Cross, dean emeritus of 
Yale University Graduate School, 
the wet Democratic candidate, in 
November. The Democratic plat- 
form ealls for repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Volstead 
act. 

The Republican Resolutions 
Committee adopted a plank calling 
for dry law repeal, but the wording, 
was changed overnight at the in- 
sistence of J. Henry Roraback, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee. Roraback threatened 
to resign if the repeal plank were 
adopted. So in its place, a plank 
condemning conditions under the 
eighteenth amendment and urging 
restoration of State control was 
approved by the convention with- 
out dissent.

This 
year the squad is composed large- 
ly af sophomores. Of those that 
lost two games last year, Virginia 
Military Institute is omitted be- 
cause nearly all the 1929 Varsity 
was lost by graduation and Louis- 
iana State University because it 
still seems to lack the line strength 
necessary to keep up in a hard 
campaign. 

Of the group that lost three 
games in 1929, only Alabama is 
considered to have a chance at the 
title this year. Although @laYama 
lost three conference starts in 
1929, Wallace Wade's team looked 
much stronger than its record indi- 
cates and no doubt had ill luck 
in several contests. 


Vanderbilt and Kentucky, at this 


writing, look like the two teams 
most likely to finish with a per- 
fect record. 

Vanderbilt was the sensation of 
the last campaign. After every- 
body had predicted a lean season 
for them. Coach McGugin, con- 
verted a fullback into an end; an 
end into a tackle; a halfback into 
an end and with the help of three 
Sophomore backs missed a cham- 
pionship by one game. That game 
was with Tennessee. It was played 
in a sea of mud which undoubt- 
edly handicapped Vanderbilt. This 
year Vanderbilt has practically 
that whole team back plus a fine 
lot of step-ups from’ the _ best 
freshman team in the South. Van- 
derbilt’s conference schedule 
should offer no great difficulties. 


Tennessee and Georgia Would Be 
Favorites but for Hard Schedules 


Kentucky has been developing 
slowly for three years under Coach 
Gamage and lost only one game 
last year. The same team has re- 


turned with the addition of at least 
one fine Sophomore halfback to 
Qiake a strong bid for the title. its 
feat of outplaying Tennessee in 
the final game last year . and 
emerging with a 6-6 tie, after Ten- 
nessee completed a long pass in 
the last minute of play, shows 
what may be expected. Kentucky’s 
schedule favors bringing the team 
up to its two big games with Ala- 
bama and Tennessee in the proper 
physica] and mental condition. It 
is not improbable that both Van- 
derbilt and Keatucky will finish 
undefeated, as they do. not meet. 
In the second group of cham- 
pionship possibilities Ihave placed 
Tennessee and Georgia. But for 
difficult schedules, these elevens 
would have been ranked first. 
Tennessee’s prospects are so rosy 
you simply cannot leave them out 
of ealculations. They return an 
all-America quarterback, two all- 
Southern halfbacks, two of the best 
ends the South has ever seen and 


most of the line that held Alabama | 


and Vanderbilt last year. Their 
sophomore material is excellent. 
However they play five strong Con- 
ference teams this year instead of 
the usual three first-class oppon- 
ents. Tennessee must meet Ala- 
bama, Vanderbilt, Kentucky, North 
Carolina and Florida, ° all cham- 
pionship contenders. They may 
turn the trick at that. 

Georgia last year lost to Florida 
and Tulane, but won from Ala- 
bama, North Carolina and Tech— 
and in addition to Yale—with a 
team of green sophomores. They 
have the same team back with 
only Rothstein, Frisbie and Boland 
to replace. Georgia would be my 
pick for the championship were it 
not for a murderous schedule that 
includes games with Yale and New 
York University as well as leading 
Conference élevens. 

Can’t Cverlook 

As the third pair most likely 
champions Alabama and Tulane 
have been placed. No one can af- 
ford to leave Alabama out of cham- 
pionship calculations In the South 
in any year. Coach Wade's losses 
from last year were light and he 
still has Sington and Clements, two 
of the finest tackles ever produced 
in the South. The whole squad 
will be physiéailly powerful and 


coached to the minute and they 
might sweep the field as'they have 
done sever#l times before. Wheth- 
er Alabama wins them all or not 
the Wade eleven will virtually de- 
cide the race as they play five of 
the prospective champions—Ten- 
nessee, Vanderbilt, Kentucky, Flor- 
ida and Georgia. 

Tulane was undefeated last year 
and returns a rushline intact save 
for Capt. Rucker, tackle. They lost 


two great backfield men but for-| 


tunately have good replacement 
material. Tulane again plays an 
easy schedule within the confer- 
ence having only one game with a 
leading contender—Georgia. Tu- 
lane plays Northwestern at Chica- 
go and Texas A. & M., but these 
ames do not count in conference 
rating. It is quite possible that the 
Greenies will repeat if they can 
beat Georgia. 

North Carolina and _ Florida 
placed in the fourth group might 
just as well have been named third 
except that they play very tough 
schedules. North Carolina may 
have been the strongest team in 
the conference last year and only 
one serious loss—Farris a guard— 
has been sustained. Eighty men 
were out at a spring practice of 
six weeks and it is probable that 
this loss has been made up. Their 
schedule, however, is very hard as 
five of the strongest conference 
teams must be met. 

Florida lost only to Georgia Tech 
in the:conference last year. They 
lost as much through their own 
over-confidence as through any 
strength on Tech’s part. O€ that 
team the main tosses are Crabtree, 
quarterback; Cawthron, fullback, 
and Van Sickel, end. Coach Bach- 
man is certain to make another de- 
termined challenge for the title and 
has an excellent chance of coming 
through. 

There seems to be little chance 
of any of the other teams that last 
from four to seven games of stag- 
ing such a surprising comeback as 
to win them all this year.

The policeman in this new hear- 
ing testified that he had just hap- 
pened to be in the neighborhood 
on April 11 and that He personally 
saw the six barrels of alcohol de- 
livered. The delivery truck, he 
said, did not stop in front of the 
premises on Bedford avenue, but 
pulled up at the cross street below 
the premises. There, he said, the 
alcohol barrels were unloaded and 
rolled up to the door, a distance of 
several hundred feet, close to the 

ilding so that the agents could 

not have seen them. 
Finds Second Policeman. 

Butler was able to find another 
policeman who happened to be 
there on the date of the second 
citation and testified to exactly the 
same procedure. 

On the strength of this testimo- 
ny, the hearing Judge dismissed 
the proceeding, but I then issued a 
third citation, specifying the third 
date on which the agents saw no 
alcohol received. I wondered if 
they could find a third policeman. 

Butler, however, evidently decid- 
ed it was time to go to Waashing- 
ton. Prohibition . Commissioner 
Doran telephoned me from Wash- 
ington and told me to make a de- 
cision in the case as it now stood 
and to disregard the third supple- 
mental citation. 

Knowing the case as I did, I re- 
versed the hearing Judge in my 
office and revoked the permit. 

A few days later, under date of 
April 19, 1929, Doran wrote me 
positive instructions to reinstate 
the permit. He severely criticised 
my office for the methods em- 
ployed in this case, especially from 
the delay in the various citations, 
but I maintained the revocation 
was proper and would be sustained 
in the courts. However, I followed 
instructions and signed the rein- 
statement of the permit “pro 
forma.” 

There was a sequel to the case, 
however. On Jan. 21, 1930, my 
agents caught a truckload of alco- 
hol coming out of the premises of 
the Williamsburg Barber Supply 
Co. There was no controverting 
this evidence. I revoked the per- 
mit. Butler ceased his activities 
for these permittees. 

Withdrew 8800 Gallons Monthly. 

T. C. Morgan & Co. of 491 Wash- 
ington Street had a permit allow- 
ing the withdrawal of 8800 gallons 
of specialy denatured alcohol per 
month to manufacture barber sup- 
plies and toilet waters, more than 
100,900 gallons a year, worth near- 
ly $500,000 at wholesale bootleg 
prices. 


I revoked this permit on March 
22, 1928. Butler appealed and I 
appointed a board of review from 
my office to hear the appeal, as is 
the customary procedure. The 
board of review sustained the re- 
vocation. 

In these revocation proceedings 
there was a very interesting occur- 
rence. The Government had pro- 
duced evidence that the product 
manufactured by T. C. Morgan was 
sub-standard, not in accordance 
with the formula approved by 
Washington for the product. Be- 
cause this alcohol is so slightly de- 
natured, it is required that the 
products contain a certain amount 


of essential oils (perfume essences) 


in order that they may not be eas- 
ily redistilled. It is required that 
these oils be of high quality so that 
they will be carried over in any 
process of redistillation. Diverting 
permittees endeavor to use syn- 
thetic essential oils, which break 
down when heated and do not car- 
ry over. The T. C. Morgan prod- 
ucts did not have. the _ required 
amount of essential oils. | 

After the Covernment had pre- 
sented its entire case against this 
permittee, Butler, its attorney, re- 
quested an adjournment for two 
weeks, since he was busy on other 
matters. So the presentation ‘of 
the defense was postponed. 


Gets Identical Formula. 


In the interim Butler went to 
Washington and filed with the 
Prohibition Bureau for approval 
a formula which corresponded ex- 
actly with the substandard product 
on which I had based my revoca- 
tion charges. The formula was ap- 
proved by the bureau, so that when 
it came time to present his defense 
Butler was on the job with an ap- 
proved formula identical with that 
which had been substandard and 
redistillable, according to the cita- 
tion, I never could get a satisfac- 
tory explanation from Washington 
about just how this particular eat 
proval occurred. 

My case against Morgan was ma- 
terially weakened, but, notwith- 
standing, I revoked the permit. 
These proceedings were reviewed in | 


Washington, and under date of May 
122, 1928, I was instructed by the

Prohibition Commissioner to dis- 
smiss the proceedings, which I did 
“pro forma.” 

In December, 1929, my inspectors 
again reported irregularities on the 
part of this permittee, “which had 
moved to 625 Greenwich § street. 
The principal evidence was that T. 
C. Morgan & Co. did not have suf- 
ficient oils and chemicals to con- 
duct the manufacturing operations 
shown on its records, and in the 
absence of such oils and chemicals 
it would not have beeh possible to 
manufacture the-products reported. 

A citation was issued and the 
permit was revoked on Jan. 6, 1930. 
Butler made an appeal, and the 
revocation was sustained by my ap- 
peal board on Feb. 11. 

It must beunderstood that under 
the law the prohibition administra- 
tor is authorized to conduct revo- 
cation proceedings, and for this 
purpose has in his office a corps 
of attorneys who present the cases 
before hearing judges, also attor- 
neys in the employ of the bureau. 
This is practically a court set up 
in the prohibition office. To re- 
voke a permit it is not necessary 
to produce conclusive evidence that 
a crime or illegal act has been com- 
mitted. All that is necessary is to 
show bad faith on the part of the 
permittee, such as to destroy the 
confidence of the Government. An 
administgator must, however, have 
some ground on Which to base his 
opinion, and he must not be arbi- 
trary or capricious in reaching his 
conclusions, Revocation proceed- 
ings are subject to review by a Fed- 
eral Judge, but the administrator 
must be sustained if he had rea- 
sonable grounds for his action. 

Butler Appeals Again. 

But Butler took the appeal of 
T. C. Morgan to the commissioner 
of prohibition and informed him he 
had new evidence, and I was in- 
structed by the comrgissioner to re- 
open the case, which I did on May 

2, 1930. Nothing new was pro- 
duced by the firm, but the Govern- 
ment’s case was materially 
strength. I sustained the revoca- 
tion. 

Again in June Butler appealed 
to Commissioner Doran and filed 
with him an affidavit by Robert 
M. Roberts, president of the con- 
cern, in which he attempts to ac- 
count for the irngegularities in es- 
sential oils. Under date of June 
12, Doran sent it to me, asking me 
to examine it and “submit to this 
bureau such comments as you may 
make on its contents, and give 
Buch reasons as there may be for 
the action taken by you in this 
case.”” On my last day in office, 
June 30, after I and one of my at- 
torneys had again reviewed the 
case, I wrote Dr. Doran that I had 
considered the affidavit, “in which 
I find insufficient reason to change 
my decision regarding the revoca- 
tion, which, in my judgment, 
should stand.” 

Having looked through the files 
in the Morgan matter last March, 
Commissioner Doran wrote me a 
hot letter last March 24 because he 
had found in it a memorandum 
that I agreed with the hearing 
judge and appeal board on the first 
revocation, and reinstated the per- 
mit only at the direction of the 
commissioner. 

“A self-serving statement of this

Undertsand, I was called to 
Washington many times for con- 
ferences on this Morgan matter, 
and there is much too much to re- 
peat.

The case of the Broadway Lotion 
Co., 50 Broadway, 
other in point. It had a permit 
allowing it to employ 700 gallons 
of specially denatured alcohol each 
month for bay rum, toilet waters, 
etc., which were supposed to be 
sold to barber shops. The testi- 
mony of the Government agents 
was that at 73 of the addresses 
listed in the company’s reports the 
owners of the shops denied pur- 
chasing the goods, or/there were 
no shops. They said they had 
found that some of the addresses 
were vacant lots, and others did 
not exist. 

I revoked the permit May 24, 
1929, and later the attorney was 
replaced by Butler, who made ap- 
plication for an appeal. The ap- 
peal was heard in June, 1929, and 
after considering all the facts I 
sustained the revocation. I was in- 
structed by the commissioner to 
reopen the case Jan. 20, 1930, for 
additional evidence. At that time 
Butler claimed the agents made 
mistakes in copying the lists of 
customers and their addresses and 
if they had gone to the right ad- 
dresses there would have been evi- 
dence of sale. In support of this 
the record book was produced with 
notations in red ink which the 
agents swore were not there when 
they examined the books. 

Case Still Undecided. 

T considered these new claims 
rather obvious and sustained the 
revocation on March 17. Butler 
again went to Washington and 
the result was a letter of instruc- 
tion from the commissioner direct- 
ing me to grant an appeal in the 
matter. The appeal was held May 
8, 1930, and the board of review 
sustained the decision to revoke. 
On June 14 I received a request 
from Doran for all the records in 
the case, inasmuch as a special re- 
view had been asked. 

I wonder what the final decision 
will be. Commissioner Doran some- 
times criticised me for letting cases 
drag out so long. 

I once asked Butler why he did 
not bring suits in equity against 
me so that the Federal Courts 
could review my actions. He re-

Three Classes of Rates An- 
nounced, Highest of 
Which Applies to Imports 
From U. S. 


PREFERENCE FOR 
BRITISH EMPIRE 


130 Commodities Listed in 
Schedules, Designed as 
Temporary Measure — 
Check on Price Increases. 


By the Associated Press, 

OTTAWA, Sept. 17.—As a tem- 
porary measure to relieve unem- 
ployment, an increased tariff 
schedule, submitted by Premier R. 
B. Bennett, was in effect today. 

The increased rates are designed 


to keep out foreign products, thus 
stimulating dominion manufac- 
turies which the Government hopes 
will provide work for 25,000 unem- 
ployed. 

A total of 130 articles are listed 
in the increased schedule, which 
consists of three classes of rates— 
British preference rates, generally 
the lowest, under which goods from 
the British Empire are admitted; 
intermediate rates, applying to 
goods from favored nations, and 
general rates, which apply to goods 
from the United States and other 
nations not bound by reciprocal 
trade agreements. 

The proposed schedule carries 
higher rates in almost all cases 
than the countervailing duties lev- 
ied by the former Liberal Govern- 
ment soon after the n2w United 
States tariff went into effect. 

Premier Bennett said a thorough 
revision of the tariff would be un- 
dertaken at the next regular ses- 
sion of Parliament. The present 
session was called to deal with un- 
employment only. 

One of the provisions of the Gov- 
ernment bill is that the Cabinet 
may reduce or remove the duties on 
articles whose manufactures in- 
crease their prices. This is designed 
to protect consumers from paying 
increased charges for home-manu- 
factured articles protected by the 
tariff. 

Among the articles on which in- 
creased tariff rates would apply 
are: Fresh meats, butter and agri- 
cultural products generally; iron 
and steel, textiles, silks, boots and 
shoes, advertising matter, paper, 
metals and mineral products, in- 
cluding gasoline and brass and cop- 
per bars, agricultural implements, 
kitchenware, heating apparatus 
and electrical apparatus. 

Gasoline, which had been on the 
free list, would be subject to a duty 
of 2 cents under the British prefer- 
ence, 2% cents intermediate and 
2% cents general. 

Agricultural machinery in most 
cases remains free on the British 
preference list, while the inter- 
mediate rate is increased from 7% 
to 15‘per cent and the general rate 
from 7% to 25 per cent. 


To Studying 


Born Poor, Taught School, 
Gained Success by Own 
Efforts — Great Wealth 
Received From Will of 
Woman Friend.

OTTAWA, Sept. 17.—Some 40 

years ago in a small New Bruns- 
wick community an impoverished 
young man taught the viilage 
school for a meager wage and 
studied law by candle light. 
Today, Richard B. Bennett, is 
Canada’s Prime Minister. He was 
swept into office by what would 
be termed in the States a land- 
slide. He promised to put Cana- 
dian business on its feet, and to 
offer stalwart resistance to Can- 
ada’s long-time dependence on 
American imports. His policies 
will become increasingly important 
to American business as he pro- 
ceeds with his program. In four 
decades the poor school teacher 
has become a millionaire. 

Premier Bennett today is the 
majority owner of a $20,000,000 
concern in which, so far as is 
known, he never invested a cent. 
It is the E. B. Eddy Co., paper 
and woodenware manufacturers, 
one of the great industries of Can- 
ada. 

When he was a young law stu- 
dent and school teacher he formed 
a friendship with Miss Jennie 
Shirreff and her brother, J. T. 
Shirreff, in the little New Bruns- 
wick community. Abandoning the 
thought of marriage because of his 
poverty and the need for “getting 
on,” young Bennett went west to 
Calgary to grow up with the coun- 
try. In Calgary he became a 
wealthy attorney. Ultimately he 
was elected to Parliament as a Con- 
servative. That was 19 years ago, 
in 1911. 

They Met Again in Ottawa, 

"Meanwhile, Jennie Shirreff had 
gone to Boston, had become a 
trained nurse, and had later mar- 
ried Ezra B. Eddy, the founder of 
the company. It was a young and 
struggling concern when the mar- 
riage took place in 1894. 

As a new member of Parliament 
he met again the former Jennie 
Shirreff, now the wealthy widow 
of Ezra B. Eddy, and living in Ot- 
tawa. Their friendship of: the old 
New Brunswick days was renewed. 

In 1921 Mrs. Eddy died. When 
her will was read it was found that 
she had left “to my friend for the 
last 30 years, Richard Badford 
Bennett, barrister, ‘500 shares of 
the Eddy company. To her broth- 
er, J. T. Shirreff, she left 1008 
shares. There are only 3000 shares 
of the Eddy company extant. No 
one knows what they are worth, 
for they are not on the market and 
never have been. 

In less than five years, in 1926 
J. T. Shirreff died. When his will 
was read it was found that he 
“gave and bequeathed 1008 shares 
of the E. B. Eddy Co., owned by 
me, by special bequest to the Hon. 
Richard Bedford Bennett.” 

In neither of the wills was there 
any reason assigned for the be- 
quest, but the net result was to 
give the present Premier the ac- 
tual ownership and control of one 
of Canada’s greatest industries. 

The new Permier certainly is 
one of Canada’s richest men.

Pending legal action, he urged 
strict enforcement of the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Vol- 
stead Act with full use in New 
York State of the nuisance law to 
abolish “plague spots of the liquor 
traffic.” 

Tuttle said his resignation had 
been forwarded to President Hoo- 
ver to take effect at his pleasure 
and not later than Nov. 16. In 
his formal statement Tuttle said 
he was not a candidate for public

HE editorial entitled “A Day Off For 
Street Car Men,” which appeared in 
ost-Dispatch of Sept. 11, is a §ross 
a atanamnai of facts. The editorial 
stated that this company has decided “not 
to reconsider granting one day off in 
eight to its street car crews.” 

That is not true. Any employe of this 
company is entitled to take off one day @ 
week without pay. This privilege was 
specifically included by the Public Service 
Commission in its arbitration award which 
governs the working conditions of the 
employes. Under this provision, any 
motorman or conductor who so desires 
may take one day off in seven. 

This company has declined longer to 
continue a temporary agreement made 
with the union a little more than two 
months ago in which it was made man- 
datory for every motorman and conduc- 
tor to take off one day in eight. The 
company believes that it is unfair to em- 
ployes who do not wish to avail them- 
selves of the privilege of laying off regu- 
larly, to continue permanently to enforce 
this requirement. 

Surely your paper, which makes such a 
fetish of personal liberty, will agree that 
some decisions should be left to the in- 
dividual employe. If the sentiment among 
employes of this company were unani- 
mous in favor of continuing the plan of 
every man taking off one day in eight, 
there would be nothing to prevent this 
program from being carried out. It would 
be done through the individual initiative 
of the employes rather than by company 
edict, however.

A BAD PRECEDENT. 

It is surprising that Gov. Caulfield, whose admin- 
istration of State affairs has been on an ethical plane 
far higher than that of any Governor in several dec- 
ades, at least, has not realized the gross impropriety 
of his appointee, J. Fred Hull, #érving at the same 
time as a member of the Public Service Commission 
and as a member of the Republican State Committee. 
Or, if he has realized it, that he has not interfered 
to preserve the integrity of the commission. 

Commissioner Hull’s acceptance several weeks ago 
of election to the committee was the first step 
toward politicalization of the commission. During the 
17 years of its existence the Missouri commission has 
been free from political taint until the present time. 

Any participation in campaign activities by a Pub- 
lic Service Commissioner endangers public confidence 
in the probity of the commission, which holds the 
power of life or death over every public utility op- 
erating in the State. . 

That many big utilities are only too willing to have 
the opportunity for a financial partnership with the 
political party in power is a fact supported by the 
history of utilities and of politics. It was that sort of 
partnership which resulted in the Illinois political 
scandal of 1927, when the United States Senate re- 
fused Frank L. Smith the Senate seat to which he 
had been elected. The Senate held that Smith, a 
member of the Illinois Commerce Commission, which 
corresponds to the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion, had been guilty of an impropriety and forfeited 
his seat because he had accepted huge campaign con- 
tributions from Samuel Insull, owner of vast utility 
interests. 

The point in the Missouri instance is not that Com- 
missioner Hull may become a candidate for elective 
office. Neither in this instance is it that Commis- 
sioner Hull would be apt to permit favors the utili- 
ties might bestow on the Republican State Commit- 
tee by campaign contributions to influence him as a 
judge over them, for that is what he is. It is not 
that Commissioner Hull-would solicit contributions 
from the utilities, because he probably would be the 
last man who would accept that sort of job. The 
point is that his presence on the State Committee, 
without any connivance on his part, is a notice to 
utility operators that the separation of the com- 
mission and politics is at an end. 

It is too much to expect that operators of utilities, 
when solicited for political contributions, or when 
they look about to decide whether unsolicited con- 
tributions are advisable, will not give heed to the 
fact that one of the judges before whom they will 
appear next week, next month or next year, is an 
active part of the political machinery which needs 
financing. 

That Commissioner Hull has a record of honesty 
and fidelity through years in politics and through 
years as a newspaper editor in Maryville, his home 
town, is beside the question. His successor or the 
successors of other members of the commission may 
be men of different stripe who will not be above 
putting to practical use the influence that is pos- 
sible through the dual role. With him precedent is 
broken and the way for scandal of vast proportions 
in the future is opened. 

The record is not closed with the mere member- 
ship of Commissioner Hull on the committee. He 
also heads one of the important departments of the 
campaign headquarters, that of publicity. Serving 
with him as head of another department, the speak- 
ers’ bureau, is D. D. McDonald, chief counsel of the 
commission. 

The alliance is bad. It is offensive to public 
morals. It would have been shocking in the admin- 
istrations of Major, Gardner, Hyde or Baker, where 
politics, big and peanut, was played. It is doubly 
shocking in the Caulfield administration. If Com- 
missioner Hull does not realize the impropriety of 
his action and retire either from the commission or 
the committee, the Governor should see to it that he 
retires from the commission.

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VOLUNTEER VON STEUBEN. 


The honor of serving a nation engaged in the 
noble enterprise of defending its rights and lib- 
erties is the motive that brings me to this con- 
tinent. I ask neither riches nor titles. 


With that brief explanation to Congress, Baron 
Frederick William von Steuben, a soldier from hig 
fourteenth year, reared in the rigorous military sehool 
of Frederick the Great, landed at Portsmouth, N. H., 
Dec. 1, 1777, to offer hig services in the American 
Revolution. It would be hard to overestimate the 
importance of his coming to the colonies that winter, 
for those were the darkest weeks of the struggle for 
independence. The Continental Army, after failing 
in the mist at Germantown, had withdrawn to Valley 
Forge. Congress had lost vigor in counsel and action 
—sometimes hardly more than a handful gathered 
for deliberations. Intrigue sorely taxed Washington 
who had all he could do with destitute soldiers. 

The German General's first assignment was where 
he was needed most, at Valley Forge, drilling inex- 
perienced troops. What he accomplished was evi- 
dent during the next campaign, particularly at Mon- 
mouth, where he rallied the disordered, retreating 
ranks of Gen. Charles Lee. Woodrow Wilson, in his 
“History of the American People,” credits the Prus- 
sian nobleman with having taught Washington “how 
to drill his army.” Of great value was his “Regula- 
tions for the Order and Discipline of the Troops of 
the United States,” a pioneer work in its field. And 
then after the war was over he remained here not as 
& pompous General but as a farmer on the New York 
frontier, living in a cabin, sharing the small pension, 
grudgingly voted by Congress, with fellow soldiers.

MRS. McCORMICK’S MELODRAMATICS. 

The trail of-gold left by Mrs. McCormick in her suc- 
cessful campaign for the Illinois senatorial nomina- 
tion led yesterday to Mrs. Mabel Reinecke, member 
of the Chicago Elections Board. It is that board’s 
duty to supervise elections on behalf of all the can- 
didates, yet Mrs, Reinecke said she saw nothing un- 
usual or improper in handling funds of a particular 
candidate. Of the $12,500 turned over to Mrs. Rein- 
ecke, she gave $2500 to the Illinois Young People’s 
Republican Club, a McCormick outfit, and said the 
remaining $10,000 was kept on hand for use in the 
general election. After denying she had paid Mc- 
Cormick workers on primary election day, a witness 
was produced who testified that Mrs. Reinecke had 
paid him $20 as a McCormick watcher... Mrs. Rein- 
ecke, resuming the stand, admitted it was true, but 
said the money paid this watcher had been supplied 
by a local woman philanthropist. 

In the meantime, further evidence was forthcom- 
ing of the nation-wide spying and snooping system 
instituted by Mrs. McCormick upon the members of 
the senatorial committee. A series of telegrams im- 
pounded by the committee showed that operatives 
had labored long and hard on a “biography” of Sen- 
ator Nye, besides keeping a close watch on his pres- 
ent movements. He was followed from Fargo, N. D., 
to Chicago, then to Washington. He and other mem- 
bers of the committee were shadowed in Glacier Park, 
Mont., by a sleuth hired by Mrs. McCormick's 
man, Dannenberg, in Spokane, Wash. 

Mrs. McCormick, in face of denials from the com- 
mittee, continues to charge it with surveillance of 
her. Senator Nye’s reply seems to us particularly 
apt. “The most conclusive answer,” says he, “to the 
scandalous insinuation that the committee instigated 
the alleged theft of these records may be found in 
the fact that it could not possibly make use of any 
records obtained by such methods. On the other hand, 
if the records contained any information pertinent to 
the inquiry, the committee.was armed with ample 
authority to obtain and use them.” That referred to 
Mrs. McCormick’s claim that her office on her Byron 
farm had been entered and her files ransacked. 

All the melodrama Mrs. McCormick has injected 
into the committee‘s investigation should not detract 
attention from the fact that its only purpose is to 
look into her campaign expenses. In doing so, it has 
found she spent approximately $350,000 in the pri- 
mary alone, a sum far in excess of that for which 
Newberry’s seat was challenged. Perhaps the wide- 
spread comment on this expenditure, and comparison 
of Mrs«McCormick’s case to those of Smith and Vare, 
both rejected by the Senate, accounts for the semi- 
hysterical attitude she is now assuming toward the 
committee. 
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THE LOST YELLOW LILY. 

Shaw’s Garden is so much a part of St. Louis we 
take it as a matter of course. The work of the bot- 
anist is in the realm of the good, the true and the 
beautiful and in its loveliness speaks for itself.

Yet the scientific achievements of our garden cannot 
be so mych a part of the city’s life or so numerous 
that they be allowed to go unmentioned.

Pring grew the cherished specimen now on 
view. The “discovery” of the Lost Yellow Lily is a 
triumph for Shaw’s Garden. It is another testimony 
that the garden has no peer.

by claiming that they had solved the “how 
old is Ann” problem. But it is not so. 
Yachting is more popular today than it has 
been for a long time; that popularity is 
due in no small measure to the activities 
of the former tea baron.

the Irish yachtsman, he is still Sir Thomas 
Lipton, Bart., K. C. V. O. True, there have 
been a few vaudeville jokes about him, 
there have been a few references to the 
“big tea and cup man”, but these have been 
rare.

W HETHER he wins or not matters little: 


Born 80 years ago in Glasgow, the son of 
Irish parents, the first half of the sports- 
man’s life was the typical “up from below” 
career exploited so well by the success 
magazines. In Glasgow, he passed through 
the usual odd-job period, then worked as 
an errand boy, in which capacity he saved 
enough to satisfy his desire to see America. 

Landing in this country in the midst of 
the depression resulting from the Civil War, 
Lipton, his funds diminishing rapidly, round 
it necessary to look for work. By turns 
he tried clerking in a grocery, laboring

But perhaps a word about the 
cup itself is relevant. - 

It is interesting to note that the cup was 
not made in America, and that it did not 
receive serious consideration in this coun- 
try until it was put up as a prize in a 
race held under the auspices of the British 
Royal Yacht Squadron. Commodore John 


C. Stevens was in British water in 1851, 
waiting for an acceptance of a challenge 
he had issued to any schooner of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron to meet his ship, the Amer- 
ica. Waiting for several weeks without 
réceiving an answer, Commodore Stevens 
entered the yacht club’s own race, and 
promptly won the offered prize—now 
known as the America’s Cup. 

Since that time attempts to recapture 
the cup have been sporadic, and it is 
worthy of mention that just after the Civil 
War, the time of Lipton’s first visit to the 
United States, the New York Yacht Club 
had no more thought of putting the cup 
up for competition than Sir Thomas had 
of winning it. 

After the cup was turned over to its cus- 
todians, 19 years elapsed before an attempt 
to regain it was made. From 1871 to 1899, 
six other yachts sailed to America and 
tried, fruitlessly, to win the silver prize. 
And then Sir Thomas took up the torch; 
he has been carrying it on high ever since, 
persistently trying to make the quest suc- 


cessful.

Had it not been for the tea baron’s grand 
gestures, the cup might have fallen into 
oblivion. But in 1899, when Lipton brought 
his first Shamrock to this country, the 
America’s Cup races became generally 
known to the public. True, theré were 
others who tried, but it needed the whim- 
sical personality of Sir Thomas to popular- 
ize the contests. 

Sponsored by the Royal Wister Yacht 
Club of Belfast, Sir Thomas made his first 
effort to win the cup just three years be- 
fore he was made a Baronet. Meeting the 


Columbia, the defender selected by the New , 


York Yacht Club, Lipton’s Shamrock was 
easily defeated. Determined to win the 
cup, Sir Thomas made two more attempts. 
one in 19138 and one in 1920. Beyond 
greatly popularizing yachting and demon- 
strating that the Irish sportsman was no 
idle contender, they served no purpose. 

However, one other result became ap- 
parent; no one could lose like Sir Thomas. 
No one could affect the same genial mood 
in the face of defeat: no one could be de- 
feated and seem to like it so well; no one 
could spend millions of dollars to reach 
a goal, and laugh so genuinely when find- 
ing that goal still beyond his reach. Sir 
Thomas has achieved a unique position 
in the world of sports. He loses races in 
the grand manner. Where others would be 
discouraged or disconsolate, where others 
might retire to their tents fo sulk or be 
tempted to remark upon the commerciali- 
zation of sport in America, the genial Irish- 
man accepts his loss calmly and says, “No 
finer, cleaner, more honorable or more 
wholesome people than the Americans ex- 
ist, and I do not except the English.”

Now that I 
have tendered my resignation, I 
feel that it is my duty to fulfill 
that promise, and that it is my 
privilege as a citizen to do so. 

Quotes National Platform. 

“The last Republican national 
platform called for ‘observance and 
vigorous enforcement of the eigth- 
eenth amendment, but expressly 
recognized that the Constitution 
may be changed by the explicit and 
authentic act of the whole people.’ 
I believe in both those principles. 
Obedience to law is the essential 


life of our democracy, but democ- 


racy implies the right without 

criticism to seek to alter the law, 

even though contained in the Con- 

stitution. The stability and secur- 

ity of society require that the Con- 

stitution and laws of our country 

shall, until legall changed, be 

supported by obedience and en- 

forcement. q 
“National prohibition, as em- 

bodied in the eighteenth amend- 

ment, goes far beyond the outlaw- 

ing of the saloon system; and even 

far beyond a grant to Congress of 
power to give all possible co-opera- 

tion and assistance to those states 

which desire within their own bor- 

ders the prohibition system, It un- 

dertakes permanently to prevent 

any state from adopting any other 
system. 

“Out of this latter undertaking 
the acknowledged evils of national 
prohibition have largely come, Real 
temperance and respect for law 
cannot be maintained by means of 
compulsion, unless the means are 
such as local sentiment approves.” 


Outlines Substitute. 


After discussing the prohibition 
problem in general, Tuttle said: 
“TI favor the repeal of the amend- 
ment, and replacing it with (1) a 
constitutional guarantee completely 
outlawing and forbidding every- 
where in the United States the sa- 
loon system and its equivalent, the 
private traffic in intoxicating bev- 
erages for private profit, and (2), 
a constitutional guarantee vesting 
the national Government with full 
power to co-operate with and as- 
sist states which have prohibition 
in whole or in part. 

“As to the situation in our own 
State, I believe that we already 
have in the State law, known as the 
public nuisance law, an immediate 
and effective means of dealing 
through our State courts and po- 
lice with resorts where crime and 
vice breed upon the illicit sale of 
liquor. Rural as well as urban 
communities need the protection of 
that law; and I believe that the 
full power of the State should be 
behind it... 

“I have reached my conclusion 
about the eighteenth amendment 
very reluctantly; frankly, it: repre- 
sents a change of opinion, slowly 
arrived at,’’

Luther Ely Smith Replies to 
Real Estate Exchange 
Head’s Objections. 


The excess; or marginal, con- 
demnation plan for public im- 
provements, which will be on the 
ballot Nov. 4 as. constitutional 
Proposition No. 6, is almost indis- 
front improve- 


ment, Luther Ely Smith said in a 
statement issued today. Smith is 
chairman ef the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee Favoring Proposition No. 6. 

If. the proposal is adopted, it will 
be possible for the city and for 
counties and municipalities 
throughout Missouri, to condemn 
land in addition to that required 
for public improvements, and _ to 
pay part of the cost of such im- 
provements by sale of the land at 
its increased value. The plan would 
also be used to dispose’ of land 
remnants, tracts of irregular shape 
which are created by street open- 
ings and other condemnation work. 

Smith, in his statement, replies 
to the statement of Charles J. 
Daly, president of the Real Es- 
| tate Exchange, expressing the op- 
position of the Exchange's board of 
directors to the plan. Daly’s state- 
ment appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
last Friday. 

“Unfortunately,” Smith says, “it 
must be admitted that the St. Louis 
Real Estate Exchange has not al- 
ways recognized and supported 
powers which are necessary to 
modern municipal * growth. For 
many years the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange opposed the power 
of zoning, and even engaged coun- 
sel to appear in the courts against 
the city’s zoning laws. To their 
credit be it said, however, that on 
recent occasions the Exchange has 
instructed its counsel to appear in 
Support of the zoning principle. 

Thinks Attitude Inconsistent. 

“The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change has supported the river 
front improvement, a most vital 
and necessary thing for St. Louis. 
It is difficult to understand their 
attitude in respect to this im- 
provement and their present oppo- 
sition in respect to marginal con- 
demnation. Amendment No. 6 is 
almost indispensable to the early 
and successful completion of the 
river front project. 

“Mr. Daly’s principal argument 
is that this measure puts the State, 
or any of its cities or counties, 
into the real estate business on a 
preferred basis. Anyone who 
knows much about public work 
realizes that the State, the counties 
and the _ cities of Missouri are 
now and ‘have long been in the 
real estate business. We have es- 
timated that $25,000,000 out of the 
$87,000,000 bond issue of 1923 is 
for the purpose of acquisition of 
land. Certainly this is. being in 
the real estate business on a very 
large scale. The Missouri 
Highway Commission is acquiring 
through agreement, purchase and 
condemnation large amounts of 
land for State highways throughout 
the State. Certainly this is being 
in the real estate business on a 
very large scale. 

“Who should be in a preferred 
position if it is not public agencies 
which understand this work? Does 
the Real Estate Exchange imply 
that public agencies have no 
rights whatsoever in this matter 
and that the marginal owners who 
do nothing whatsoever but sit idly 
by while these improvements are 
made should be the sole and only 
prefesred persons? AS a matter of 
fact, not even these marginal own- 
ers are usually the preferred indi- 
viduals, for long béfore they real- 
ize the future significance of these 
improvements, the shrewd real es- 
tate operators and speculators are 
often in possession of the property. 

Twelfth Street as Example. 

“However, it is not implied by 
those who support this amendment 
that it is to be used for the purpose 
of recouping all or a large propor- 
tion of the increment in land value. 
The use of this power, as specified 
by the amendment, is limited to 
marginal condemnations and in 
practically all cases when it is 
used will be limited to very ob- 
vious cases of small land remnants 
such as line the side of the South 
Twelfth street opening. One needs 
but to ride over that project from 
Chouteau avenue south to see that 
the abutting property has been un- 
able to adjust itself to the -new 
street as well as it might have done 
had a different adjustment been 


pensable to river 


possible. Consequently, neither pri- 
vate property owners nor the city 
have benefited as they should from 
this most important improvement. 

“Wide experience in the field of 
| municipal affairs is pretty good 
, evidence of the fact that the mn- 
nicipality never takes advantage of 
the individual; on the contrary. 
there are innumerable instances 
where the municipality pays much 
more for the property it acquires 
than it would were it in the posi- 
tion of a private buyer. 

“In the compartiveiy few ~ in- 
stances where this power of mar- 
ginal condemnation might be used, 
the usual publicity attending the 
various steps of municipal proce- 
dure will thwart its serious mis- 
-use,”’ 

Claude B. Ricketts, manager of 
the Railway Exchange Building 
and a member of the lower house 
in the last Legislature, will oppose 
Proposition No. 6, he has an- 
nounced, although he introduced a: 
bill in the Legislature providing 
for the excess condemnation plan. 
The bill was not passed. 

Ricketts said he favored the use 
of the plan for disposal of land 
remnants, but that he thought it 
would be inadvisable and danger- 
ous to.apply it in a project of 
such magnitude as the river front 


improvement, He said that the ex- 
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cess condemnation for that project 
might involve land worth $22,0086,- 
000, and that its disposal would 
take the city 20 or 25 years, or the 
period of several city administra- 
tions. Changing administrations, 
however honest and able their 
members might be, could not carry 
through a real estate deal of such 
magnitude, he fears.

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DROUTH RELIEVED OR BROKEN 
IN MOST OF AFFECTED AREA 


Weather Bureau Reports Sufficient 
Rains Last Week in All but a 
Limited Section. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17. — The 
drouth, the Weather Bureau reports 
today, was “substantially relieved or 
effectively broken” during the past 
week over most of the area be- 
tween the Rocky Mountains and 
the Appalachians, and particularly 
in states that were previously most 
dry. 


“Some rather extensive areas, 


however, “the .report continues, 
“are still largely unrelieved. These 
include principally most of Iowa, 
localities in Northern Illinois, parts 
of Wisconsin, much of Michigan 
and considerable sections of Ohio, 
where recent rains continued of a 
very local character and insuffi- 
cient to relieve the drouth.”’ 

Rainfall was general everywhere 
from the northern portion of the 
Ohio Valley, Northern Missouri and 
Eastern Kansas southward to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Throughout that 
area the weekly rainfall ranged 
generally from about 1.5 inches 
to three or four inches.

PLANS FOR DEVELOPING 
FRANCIS PARK DRAFTED 


Commissioner Pape to Figure 
Cost—Kingshighway Pedes- 
trian Tunnel Discussed. 


Two alternate plans for complete 
development of Francis Park, 4 
60-acre tract owned by the city 
near the southwestern limits, 
bounded by Donovan, Tamm and 
Nottingham avenues and Eichel- 
berger street, were submitted by 
the City Plan Commision last night 
to Park Commissioner Pape, at 
Fape’s request. 

The Park Division, which has 
‘done some work in this tract, has 
$60,000 of bond issue money ‘“avail- 
able to finish the task. Pape, who 
liked both treatments proposed, 
said his office would analyze them 
to determine the cost. One plan is 
for a naturalistic treatment and 
the other for a more formal gar- 
den arrangement with a fountain 
and a syne pavilion. 

Both plans provide for tennis 
courts, football fields, a swimming 
pool, skating ponds, baseball dia- 
monds, playgrounds and a natura) 
amphitheater, Neither shows road- 
ways, as it is desired to keep auto- 
mobiles out of this comparatively 
small area. Under the garden plan 
there would be a long, shallow 
pool, reflecting trees, in a valley 
near the middle of the tract. 

The Plan Commission agreed 
with the idea advanced by city en- 
gineers for the construction of a 
viaduct to carry Kingshighway 
Northwest over Broadway at Riv- 
erview drive. Kingshighway north- 
west is to be extended from Hall’s 
Ferry road to Broadway next year. 

The Commissi®n also decided 
informally in favor of a circumfer- 
ential pedestrian tunnel at the in- 
tersection of Kingshighway and 
Lindell boulevard, in connection 
with the proposed traffic circle 
there, instead of a radial tunnel. 
The circumferential plan provided 
for a circular tunnel in the center 
of the intersection, reached by 
branches from the sidewalks while 
a radial tunnel would carry pedes- 
trians out of their way, from the 
various sidewalks to the center. 

Congratulations on the _ recent 
election of its engineer, Harland 
Bartholomew, as president of the 
National Conference of City Plan. 
ning were voted by tha Commis.

Pratt, a 
Proponent, as Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON,: Sept. 17.—Ad- 
miral Charles F. Hughes retired 
today as chief of naval operations 
to make way for direction of naval] 
policy by the chief supporter of 
the London treaty, Admiral Wil- 


‘liam V. Pratt. 


Because preparation for submis- 
sion to Congress of a navy build- 
ing program to fit the terms of the 
treaty must be started within a few 
weeks, Hughes voluntarily chose 
to surrender the highest post in 
the service a month ahead of the 
date age wovld have forced him 
to retire. 

The retiring chief sided gener- 
ally with the more conservative 
element in the Navy’s high com- 
mand which did not favor’ the 
treaty. His successor, chosen for 
the post immediately after his re- 
turn from London as chief naval 
adviser to the American delega- 
tion, has stood four-square by the 
pact. 

Pratt came directly from the 
highest command afloat, that of 
Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States fleet. This assignment will 
be taken over Oct. 6 by Admiral 
Jehu . Chase. Until then Admiral 
Frank H. Schofield, commander of 
the battle fleet, will have charge 
of all forces afloat.

DRUGGIST HELD IN POISONING 
OF ROCKFORD (ILL) WOMAN 


Escort of Mother of ‘ther of Five Says He 

Asked for Headache Medicine 

at Store, 
By the Associated Press. 

ROCKFORD, IIL, Sept. 1%. —Au- 
thorities are pushing their investi- 
gation into the death of Mrs. Violet 
Nicholson, mother of five children, 


who Monday night took poison in- 
stead of headache medicine, State’s 
Attorney Knight went to Chicago 
with vital organs of the woman, 
which will be examined by path- 
ologists. 

Charles C. Sterling, 27 years old, 
pharmacist from whom the sup- 
posed headache potion was pur- 
chased, and Adolph Carlson, 29, her

escort at the time, were both held 
pending an inquest. 

Carlson said he stopped at Love 
Park Pharmacy when Mrs. Nichol- 
son complained of a headache. He. 
purchased medicine she had re-| 
quested, and handed it to her, but 
did not see her take it, he said. A 
little later she complained the 
medicine tasted bitter and, Carlson 
said, he seized the bottle and found 
that it was marked “poison.” They 
turned back to the pharmacy, 
showed the bottle to Sterling and 
were advised to call a doctor 
quickly. Mrs. Nicholson died a few 
hours later. 

Efforts to find the vial contain- 
ing the poison have been unavail- 
ing. Carlson, a milk driver, de- 
clared he left it in the drug store. 
Sterling, who asserts that he sold 
the médicine asked for and not 
poison, declared the bottle was not 


left in the store. 

Mrs. Nicholson was the wife of 
Thomas Nicholson. Their five chil- 
dren range in age from 9 to 16 
years, Nicholson said he had not 
known his wife was with Carlson.

IN CHICAGO WARRANTS 


“Scarface Al’ Capone Heads 
List of Men Wanted on 
Vagrancy Charges. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 17.—The 6000 
members of the Chicago po- 
lice force today hunted the 26 
“public enemies” listed by the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission, with Al- 
phone (Scarface) Capone first on 
the list. Backed by- warrants is- 
sued last night by Municipal Judge 


John H. Lyle charging Capone and 
the other gang leaders with viola- 
tion of the vagrancy law, Chief of 
Detectives John Norton began the 
search. 

Judge Lyle, who made certain 
the warrants were returnable be- 
fore him before delivering them 
into the hands of Assistant State’s 
Attorney Eys, announcecd he would 
see the bond for each at $10,000.

Terry Druggan; Frank McErlane, 
South Side gangster; Joe Saltis, re- 
tired from the South Side territory 
to his home in Wisconsin; and Leo 
Mongoven, former bodyguard of 
Aloran, now said to be connected 
with Capone.

len of trees. During May, June 
and July, grass pollens fill the air, 
while from August until frost gets 
it, hayfever is essentially due to 
the pollens of weed plants. 

Ragweed, cockleburr, goosefliot, 
pigweed, Russian thistle, burweed 
and sagebrush are among the com- 
mon weeds whose pollens ficat 
about the air during the fall. 

Persons sensitive to plant pollens 
are benefited and frequently cured 
of their hayfever through the in- 
jection of pollen extracts. 

This treatment is most effective 
when given some time previous to 
the pollinating period of the of- 
fending plant, yet administration 
during the time the patient is af- 
fected may help in reducing the 
suffering. 

In addition to this treatment 
there are a number of precautions 
which the sufferer should take. 
Thus, he should know, wherever 
possible, the plants to which he is 
sensitive, and he should avoid these 
whenever he can do s0. 

He can make extra efforts to 
keep his nose and throat clear, and 
even arrange to filter the air enter- 
ing his bedroom. 


Honey Blanc Mange 

One cup honey, four tablespoons 
cornstarch dissolved in one-fourth 
cup cold milk, two cups boiling 
milk, 2 egg yolks and a pinch of 
salt. Add beaten egg yolks to the 
dissolved cornstarch and then stir 
in boiling milk. Stir constantly 
until the mixture is boiling and 
smooth. Then add salt and honey. 
Pour into sherbet glasses to chill. 
Serve a dab of whipped cream on 
each sherbet, sprinkled with finely 
ground nuts,
